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A BIBLIOGRAPHY OF SOUTH CAROLINA IMPRINTS, 
1731-1740

The aim of the following pages is simply to record the output 
of the Charles Town press, other than newspapers, during the first 
ten years of its activity. Of the forty-two titles, twenty-two are 
listed with the notation “no copy known,” which simply means 
that a fairly diligent search has failed to discover any extant copies, 
although contemporary evidence shows that they were actually 
printed. Two others (Nos. 31 and 41) are presumed to be still 
in existence, although copies of them have not been located. 

Of outstanding interest is No. 2 of the list, bearing the imprint 
of George Webb. This printer has hitherto been a somewhat 
shadowy figure, and it is a pleasure to be able to record an actual 
specimen of his work at Charles Town. 

At some future time, I hope, there will be an opportunity to 
publish a comprehensive and detailed study of the first Charles 
Town printers and their work, for which I have already collected 
and prepared a considerable body of material. A summary of 
this material appears in the March, 1933, issue of the Transactions 
of the Bibliographical Society (The Library), of London. 

The purposes of publishing the present record will be achieved 
if it aids in the discovery of copies of any of the titles listed as not 
now known or of any titles not here listed. Information of the 
location of copies other than those located herein will be welcomed.

This broadside has no imprint, but minute examination indicates that it came 
from the same press, and probably at the same time, as the following title, 
which has the imprint of George Webb.

The typography resembles that of the broadside of November 27, 1731, which 
has the imprint of Thomas Whitmarsh, and obviously differs from that of the 
Council minutes issued November 4th with the imprint of George Webb. The 
printing is therefore assumed to be that of Whitmarsh. As the surveying 
and granting of public lands was evidently an urgent matter in South Carolina 
at the end of 1731, it is also assumed that this blank form was printed at about 
the time that the surveys of the public lands were authorized, or at some time 
in November or December, 1731.

There was no mention of it in any 
subsequent issue of the Gazette, and the title does not appear in the list of 
Whitmarsh books taken over by Lewis Timothy.

Gentlemen were appointed as Commissioners vizt. Col°. John 
Bayard, D'. James Hutchinson, M'. George Meade, Mt. W™. Bing- 
ham, and M’. Jacob Barge, who appointing M". Meade as Treasurer 
to the Board, wrote letters to the Executives of Virginia, Maryland, 
New Jersey, New York, and the New England States, Soliciting 
their help towards the filling up of said Loan &c engaging Interest 
to be paid on the money so lent. but from the General Scarcity of 
Hard Cash in those several States, no assistance was obtain’d from 
any other than the State of Massachusetts, whose Executive issu- 
ing Orders for a Brief to be publish’d in all their Churches raised 
the Sum of 6296 Dollars, including Governor Handcocks own Sub- 
scription of 400 Dollars, the whole was on donation and excepting 
100 Dollars paid in Boston to Captain Jacob Milligan, and the 
like Sum to the Widow of Rev. Moses Allen, late of Medway in 
Georgia, was at different times remitted by Bill, to M'. Meade, 
the last of it being paid the 28° September 1782, Money being 
more plenty in the State of Pennsylvania, 15, 132 Dollars was by 
86 Persons subscribed on Loan, and 3312 Dollars by 236 do. on 
Donation chieftly obtain’d by the Address of Mess™* Bayard & 
Hutchinson to whom the necessitous Carolinians and Georgians 
are much obliged for their Industry but to their misfortune only— 
Dollars of the first and of the latter has been paid & divided among 
them.—for dealing out these moneys, the Delegates of Carolina & 
Georgia, appointed from among the Exiles, Mess™ Benjamin 
Guerard, Thomas Savage, Charles Florian Mey, John Blake, and 
Philip Prioleau on the—who by the 13th November following had 
receiv’d from M* Meade, and distributed amongst their Brethren 
£2837.3.11, or 7565 72/90 Dollars, say 855 72/90 on Donation 
and 6710 on Loan. but said Committee being soon after anni- 
hilated by the departure of three of ’em for Carolina—the Delegates 
were under the Necessity of forming a New Committee on the

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December, say Thomas Savage, James Fisher, Daniel DeSaussure 
& Josiah Smith. who upon examining into the State of the Sub- 
scriptions on the Loan & Donation, and the too large allowance, 
made by the first appointed Committee of 100 Dollars per Share 
on Loan, were under the necessity of reducing each Share to 30 
Dollars, only in order to afford some supply to a large number of 
the Exiles. who had hitherto been content to wait till those of their 
Brethren that were preparing to sett out for Carolina, had been 
satisfied or accommodated at the Rate of 100 Dollars per Share- 
and for which Loans they have respectively given Notes to the 
Delegates, or rather printed receipts, promising a repayment 
thereof when called upon for it with Interest from the date. in this 
way Dollars have been dealt out to Persons on Loan, and Dollars 
on Donation. the latter at three Several payments of 10.15. & 10 
to a Share, as per Receipts for the Same, the last receipts being 
dated on the 30th September 1782.—These Donations &c were of 
great service to our Exiles & particularly so to those who cou’d not

£ 1768.15.7. or 5896 Dollars at 6/ each. were collected at the 
different Churches throughout the State, by recommendation of 
the Governour & Council. 

£ 120—..—.. or 400 Dollars, Separately given by the Governour, 
his Excellency John Hancock Esqr. 

Of these 6296 Dollars, 200 were paid at Boston to Capt. Jacob 
Milligan, at his return there from Captivity in England, by way of 
France: and to the Widow of Rev. Moses Allen, of Midway in 
Georgia, who was drowned in attempting to make his Escape from 
a British Prison Ship in Savannah River. say 100 paid to each, the 
remaining 6096 were at different Periods remitted to M*. George 
Meade as Treasurer to the Commissioners at Philadelphia. 
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N.B. The Rev. Doctor Allison of Baltimore, also made a Collec- 
tion thereof £—for the use of some of the Exiles in their way 
through that place, from hence to Carolina by Land, and many 
other Gentlemen afforded kind Entertainment at their Houses in 
Maryland, Virginia, & North Carolina.— 





February 26th 1782. The Smiles of a kind Providence upon the 
Operations of the American Army, under the Command of General 
Green &c with the Spirited endeavours of our State Militia &c 
under the direction of Generals Marion, Pickens, & others, during 
the course of the past Year, and particularly at the memorable 
Battle of Eutaw on the 9th September last, when the British troops 
were defeated with great loss, and thereby obliged to abandon all 
their out Posts, and for the Security of Charles-town, retreat to 
their works near the Quarter House, having given an opening to 
our then Governor John Rutledge Esqr. (by virtue of the dispens- 
ing powers intrusted to him by the legislator at their last setting 
at Charlestown in February 1780) to call a new Council & Assembly 
and also to extend Mercy & forgiveness to those unhappy Citizens 
that had been deluded, or compelled by the British to take up 
Arms against their Country after the Fall of Charlestown (12 
May 1780) he thot. it advantageous for the State to Issue two 
proclamations, at two different periods, .:..:ting the return of 
such Inhabitants (as were not particularly obnoxious to their 
Country, and for Crimes minutely mention’d in said proclamation) 
to the defence of the State, whereby not a few were induced to 
come in and accept of Pardon, upon the condition of doing duty as 
foot Soldiers under the Command of Gen. Marion &c for at least 
Six Months. and also to issue a Third proclamation for the election 
of 2 new & full Legislature to convene at Camden on the day of 
January which by the continued favourable alteration of Affairs, 
afterwards met at Jacksonbourgh (35 Miles only from Charles- 
town) and by close application to Business, closed their Session on 
the aforementioned 26th February. having in course thereof pro- 
ceeded to the Election of a new Governor, Lieut. Governor, Privy 
Council, Delegates to Congress &c and also passes such Laws & 
Acts as were then thought to be Salutary, and necessary to the 
number of Sixteen-under the following Title. 
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An Act to repeal the Laws making Paper Money a Lawful Tender. 
An Act to Settle the Qualifications of the Electors, and the Elected 
at ‘the next General Assembly.” 

An Act to open the Courts of Oyer & Terminer. 

An Act to Suspend the Limitation Act. 

An Act for the better regulation of the Militia. 

An Act for Purchasing an Estate for the Honorable Major General 
Greene £ 10,000 Guineas. 

An Act for disposing of certain Estates & for Banishment of cer- 
tain Persons.

An Act for Pardoning certain Persons on sertain Conditions. 

An Act for Raising Recruits & preventing Desertion.

Parish, aged 83 years, Captain James MacPherson, a Native of 
this Province, who in the first Indian War, and at several other 
periods since, served this Country with Honour and Reputation. 
As he was remarkable for his Honesty, Generosity and Humanity, 
and more particularly for his friendly disposition, so his Death is 
universally regretted.

The American Revolution Society, convened upon the occasion 
of the recent decease of General WILLIAM WASHINGTON, 
feel themselves prompted by duty and sensibility, to give utter- 
ance to their sentiments upon that calamitous event. They knew 
the deceased, and to many of this Society, of which he was a mem- 
ber, he was intimately known, could not but have remarked in him 
a felicitous combination of mind and heart, rearly united, which 
qualified him to be eminently distinguished as a soldier, and 
esteemed as a citizen; which produced in him great virtues, un- 
tarnished by the association of correspondent vices; which rendered 
him modest, without timidity; generous, without extravagance; 
brave, without rashness; and distinguished, without austerity — 
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which imparted to his conduct, and mildness to his manners; 
solidity to his judgment, and boldness to his achievement—which 
armed him with an equanimity unalterable by the frowns of adver- 
sity, or the smiles of fortune; and steadiness of soul, not to be 
subdued by the disasters of defeat, or elated by the triumphs of 
victory.

His health had been bad for some years, but during the 
last six months he sustained a complication of disorders, become 
too powerful for longer resistance—his moral and religious impres- 
sions, the one emanating from a well turned mind, the other the 
result of reading and reflection, disposed him to view the approaches 
of death with acomposure and equanimity truly characteristic— 
History has done justice to his illustrious services and brilliant 
exploits, during his military career, in faithfully recounting his 
particular achievements; but without the knowledge of certain 
personal circumstances, conspicuously displayed on those occa- 
sions, and which only could be known to his fellow soldiers in the 
field, under whose notice they immediately fell; for the General, 
naturally modest and retireing, in his common intercourse with 
society, manifested little or no indication of that prowess by which 
he was so eminently distinguished in the day of battle, when his 
whole soul was developed with an energy and animation of the most 
ardent cast, and that gave to his transcendant intrepidity its 
genuine heroic character.

Taking an early leave of native country 
he established his residence in America, and became an active and 
indefatigable agent in the promotion of the independence and 
liberty of the United States; his private [life] affords no less gratifi- 
cation to very mortal mind, than his public rank. Shall acts of 
benevolence secure eternal regard from heaven? Then will the 
tear of unaffected regret, while it flows at the name of Reid, over 
the cheek of alleviated distress, dissipate itself in the anticipation 
of the awarded recompense of “that power above us who delights 
in virtue.” Can that man assert that he was not a firm friend to 
his country, to humanity, an active citizen, an indulgent parent 
and husband. The impossibility of such sentiments, the profound 
grief of his surviving friends, the speechless agony of his afflicted 
widow; the silent sorrow of his disconsolate descendants declare.

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YATES SNOWDEN 


So much has been so well said of the Third Vice-President of the 
South Carolina Historical Society, Yates Snowden, first known to 
this writer, as a school-mate, at A. Sachtleben’s Male Academy, on 
Beaufain Street, Charleston, South Carolina, in 1872, that it 
might be well to confine this appreciation to what would bear upon 
his connection with this Society; but that would be difficult. 

In 1877, at the age of nineteen, he was elected to the position of 
Secretary and Treasurer of the South Carolina Historical Society, 
founded in 1855 and reorganized in 1875. This position he held 
for eight years, when he gave up the practice of law for the pursuit 
of journalism and, after following that for eighteen years, served 
South Carolina as Professor of History at her University, for the 
last twenty-nine years of his life. 

In collaboration with H. G. Cutler, as the author of a History of 
South Carolina, published in 1920, he covered a broad field and, 
in the half a million words or more of that compilation, treated 
interestingly many subjects, which time had obscured. He also 
contributed not a few pamphlets of interest; but what perhaps may 
be considered as his greatest achievement is a descriptive poem, 
entitled A CAROLINA BOURBON, published in the eighties, in 
which he fixed, in lasting colors, the slave-holder, at his best. 

A work of eleven stanzas, embracing less than five hundred 
words, it is marked by an accuracy that is admirable and enlivened 
by a delicate touch of humor, not devoid of pathos, under which it 
points to and mounts steadily towards “the long ridges of the 
peaks of song.” If not history, it has secured through art the 
historical preservation of a type, which the following extracts 
may indicate; but if not at least they do reveal the soul of the 
author in his highest aspiration: 


“A heart of nature’s noblest mould, 
By honor tempered and controlled— 
Oh! look not in a soul so bold 

For mock contrition. 
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For when the die of war was cast, 
And through the land the bugle blast 
Called all to arms, from first to last 
For Carolina; 
Careless of what might be his fate, 
He gave his all to save the State, 
He thought, thinks now (strange to relate) 
No cause diviner.

Two hundred slaves were in his train; 
Six thousand acres’ broad domain; 
(His ancestors in fair Touraine 

Had no such lot)

Perhaps too easy life he led— 
Four hours afield and ten abed, 
His other time he talked and read, 
Or else made merry 
With many a planter friend to dine, 
His health to drink in fine old wine— 
Madeira, which thrice crossed the line 
And gold-leaf sherry.

And now to live within his means, 
He dons his gray Kentucky jeans; 
(His dress in other times and scenes 

Was drap d’été.)
